A VERITABLE DEATH-TRAP 


Seventeen Human Lives Sacrificed 
in a Oage-Like Building in 
Cincinnati. 


Several Women Leap from the Win- 
dows and Are Dashed to 
Pieces, 


Others, Unable to Reach the Stairway, Per- 
ish Miserably-A Hero Dies or- 
rowful Scenes. 


— 


CINCINNATI, O., May 21.—[Special.]—Not 
since the disaster in Robinson’s Opera-House 
same ten years ago andthe Berner riot has 
Cincinnati been visited by such a calamity as 
occurred today. Sullivan’s printing house on 
Sixth street, three doors from the Galt House, 
was the scene of the tragedy. , It is a six-story 
affair and a veritable death-trap, having no 
fire-escapes or other means of egress than an 
elevator and rickety stairway. On the fourth 
and fifth floors some persons were employed, 
mostly women and young girls. At half 
past 1 o'clock this afternoon an at- 
tachs of the Times-Star noticed smoke 
rolling up from the rear of one of 
the buildings facing on Sixth street. An alarm 
was immediately telephoned. The building 
was Nos. 19 and 21 West Sixth street, occupied 
by Orth, Wissel & Co. as a dye-house, Sullivan 
& Co.’s steam printing-works, Parisian Dyeing 
& Scouring Company, the Ledger Postal News 
Company, and J. R. Kinsely, gold, silver, 
oxide, and nickel plating works. 

The report rapidly spread that the Galt 
House was burnmg, and in an incredibly brief 
time the neighborhood for squares around was 
blockaded by thousands of horrified people. 
The block is one of the most compact in the 
city, half of it being occupied by the new 
custom-house, while the Times-Star office, 


the Galt House, and large business establish- 


ments take up the remainder. Immediately 
after the first alarm the fire could be easily lo- 
cated in Sulltvan's printing house. The crowds 
which were usually about Custom-House 
Square after the dinner hour saw a burst of 
flame and smoke from the rear windows. The 
ery of fire and the rush of thousands to Sixth 
street were the first notification that many in 
the building had of their danger. 

FEARFUL LEAPS. 

Before the fire department could reach the 
scene the people were horrified to see three 
women and two men jump from the fifth story 
into the air and strike on the bricks below. 
There was ahushed cry of horror, a turning 
away of he as a young girl screamed, stood 
in the window a full moment, and then spread 
ber arms and jumped. 

A man fastened à rope and urged gis to de- 
scend. Frightened and fearful, they did not 
come so quickly as prudence would dictate, 
Three of them came safely down. Two 
others jumped and were killed. The man 
waited for his turn to go down the rope, but to 
save the others he had lost his opportunity. 
When he had descended half-way the rope 
broke, haying been burned, and be came down, 
striking the bricks head first. He was picked 
up dying. 

A negro, whose heart was in the right place, 
rushed to the pavement as he saw the giris 
falling, endeavoring to let them fall upon him 
and break the foree of the descent. But as one 


‘hit him he was himself badly hurt and throwu 


to one side. He was a hero that no one 
knew. 

When the fire department was fully at work 
the bodies of four young womer were crushed 
into groaning, quivering masses upon the 
street. The entire department was at work. 
The ladders were thrown up, and as usual 
struck the telegraph wires, seriously delaying 
the progress of aid. During this delay the 
smoke coming out of the windows showed 
plainly that no one could live in the suffocating 
smoke, 

A SLAUGHTER- PEN. 

In ten minutes after the water had been 
thrown in Chief Wisbey was enabled to go 
through the fifth floor, and came out with a 
look of horror on his face. 

There are ten dead women on that floor,“ 
he said, and the crowd foll back in horrible 
suspense. | 

There was crying of anxious mothers and of 
brothers and sisters, who feared that some dear 
ones were in the building. 

The body of Emma Pinchback was found on 
the fifth floor of the building on the platform 
on the stairs, she having reached that point 
and there suffocated. 

As Capt. Higginson of Company 4 broke into 
the fifth story of the burning building he saw 
the bodies of six girls lying ina heap just in- 
side the window. As the flames were driven 
back three more were discovered at another 
window and one lying on a bench. After the 
flames were extinguished the bodies were car- 
ried down on the backs of the firemen and 
taken into J. R. Kinsley’s and J. H. Weston's 
establishments and laid out on the floor to 
await the arrival of the patrol-wagons, which 
removed them to Habig’s.

Frank Bishop, a printer, of 203 West Fifth 
street, lay oa the floor of John Keeshan's drug 
store at Sixth and Walnut, his body covered 
with blood and bruises and the flesh hanging 
in strips from his breast and arms, but he 
voiced no moan, and calmly told the excited 
attendants how he felt. This young man 
groped his way through a wall ot fire to a 
third-story window, and held on there despite 
the agony of his burns until the tarpaulin- 
bolders below told him to jump. He was 
swathed in cotton and oil and carried to the 
hospital in a patrol-wagon. His condition is 
exceedingly critical. 

Josie Hauss, No. 21 Mul street, was badly 
burned on the arms and limbs, but will re- 
cover. She talked rationally to the doctor, and 
said she wanted to be taken home, but not in 
the patrol-wagon if she could help it. She 
said; The first thing I knew I found myself 
surrounded by smoke, and smothering. The 
tire came up through the floor, and burned my 
arms and feet, but I dropped down on my 
hands and knees and crawled to the window. 
After awhile somebody threw me arope. I 


started down, but my feet got tangled and 1 


would have fallen only somebody came up and 
caught me.”’ 

Miss Nannie Sheppard of No. 31 Harrison 
street got to the window all right and jumped 
safely to the tarpaulin, and at first it was not 
supposed she was hurt, but the doctors discov- 
ered a bad gashin her head and gave her se- 
rious attention. She was taken home in a car- 
riage. Her injuries are critical. 

A TERRIBLE SIGHT. 

Said Chief Wisbey: When I was able to 
get into the fourth story I had no suspi- 
clon of what 1 should find there. The 
bouse is not gutted. In fact, the fire was 
chiefly in the fifth story, and the burn- 
ing in the fourth is not considerable, 
so I didn’t expect to meet such a 
sight asIsaw. In the smoke that still filled 
the fourth floor I counted ten girls lying upon 
benches, tables, and other things, or stretched 
upon the floor, with not a hair singed. I don't 
wonder at it, however, as, excepting a hatch- 
way, I was unable to find any way up or down 
from that floor, although I suppose there must 
be a stairway. It was a terrible sight—the 
worst lever saw in my experience. They lay 
in all conceivable positions where they had 
laindown or had falien while wildly moving 
about in despair. There should have been a 
fire-escape on the house. It would have saved 
all those lives.” 

DEAD-HOUSE SCENES. 

The scene at Habig’s beggars description.

MURDERED INNOCENCE. 


A YOUNG BOHEMIAN KILLS A CHILD AND 
FIRES TWO SHOTS AT ITS MOTHER WITH- 
OUT EFFECT, AND THEN TAKES HIS OWN 
LIFE. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., May 21.—[Special.]|—Shortly 
after noon today a terrible tragedy took place 
at No. 69 Webster avenue, which resulted in 
the sudden ushering into eternity of a little 
child and her slayer. About 1 o’clock this at- 
ernoon Frank Bobbert, a young Bohemian, 
was sitting in his boarding-house playing with 
the little 4-year-old daughter of Adolph Lip- 
pech, with whom he boarded. Suddenly, and 
without a word of warning, the young man 
pulled a revolver from his pocket and fired 
at the little girl. The bali passed 
straight through her neck, killing her 
instantly, Jumping to his feet, the murderer 
aimed his revoiver at Mrs. Lippech, who was in 
the room, and fired twice at her. She hastily 
ran from the room. Two more shots were

The parents of the little girl were almost 
frantic with grief. When the father returned 
and saw the body of the murderer and suicide 
lying on the floor, he, with acry of rage, sprang 
on it, kicked it several times, howl- 
ing the most horrible curses at the 
dead.. The officers seized him, and one ex- 
claimed: Don't do that; he’s dead already.” 
„What. he dead, tool! cried Lippech, recoiling 
in borror from the body. O, my God! what 
was the matter with him? And is my wife—is 
she killed, too?” No; she’s only frightened. 
She’s up-stairs.”” With tears raining trom his 
eyes the poor man went upstairs to see bis 
wife, and the neighbors and officers were left 
alone. As far as known there was no motive 
for the shooting. Theories, however, are plen- 
tiful. Mrs. Hart, who lives in the 
adjoining house, states that she beard 
Mrs. Lippech and Bobbert quarreling, and im- 
mediately afterwards the sound of the shots in 
quick succession. Mrs. Lippech denies this. 
She says the shooting was done without warn- 
ing. There was a report also that Bobbert was 
carelesly handiing the revolyer when it was 
discharged, the bullet striking the little gir! 
and killing her. Bobbert became frightened at 
what he had done, and, fearing the conse- 
quences, attempted to complete his work by 
the commission of an awful crime, Bobbert 
had only been in this country five weeks. He 
came here friendless and was taken in by Mr.

G. V. N. Lothrop, the Stew Envoy 
to Russia, Charged by a New 
York Paper 


With Wrong-Doing in a Suit Which | 


Involved the Interests of Michi- 
The Minister's 23 of His Course 
Excitement and Indignation at His 

Home. | 


Drnorr, Mich., May 21.—[Speotal.|—A dis- 
patch from New York published here today 


created the most intense indignation and ex- 


citement in politicat and legal circies. The 
dispatch stated that the New York Tribune 
today printed the case of the State of Michican 


‘against the Punx Bank, brought before the 


Court of Appeais in 1865 by G. V. N. Lothrop, 
Minister to Russia, in which the Triune says 
he appeared at a very great disadvantage. The 
Tribune intimates that Cleveland has made an- 
other very grave mistake in the choice 
a foreign Minister. The dispatch 
was the principal theme of discussion 
all the forenoon, and when an evening 
paper came out with the same matter and a 
leading editorial denouncing Lothrop the ex- 
citement and indignation rose to fever heat 
among the friends. of the new Minister, who 
claim that the article is a gross misrepresenta- 
tion. , | 
THE CHARGES. 

Their story is as follows: 

Mr. Lothrop was the attorney for the bank 
in the case in which it recovered, in 1854, a 
claim of the Phenix Bank of New York for 
$16,400, money advanced to the State of 
Michigan at various times between 
the years 1832 and 1838. Interest 
raised the amount due to $35,603. 
The full claim was paid by the State Board of 
Auditors. Mr. Lothrop had no connection 
with any of the negotiations preceding 1854 or 
the sufts that followed. In May, 1855, the State 
demanded that the money be refunded with in- 
terest from the date of payment. This the 
bank refused todo. The State’s demand was 
Jased on the discovery that one Stewart, as 
agent for the bank, had, in 1840, effected a set- 
tlement of a portion of the bank’s 
claim against the State by accepting in liqui- 
dation certain lands in Saginaw County, and 
$500 in Illinois and Michigan scrip. In the suit 
which foliowed the State recoverea judgment 
for $35,603. This judgment was appealed to 
tlie general term of the same court, which re- 
versed the judgment and ordered a new trial, 
from which an appeal was taken to the New 
York Court of Appeals, with a stipulation that 
the judgment be absolute if that of the 
general term was confirmed. J. L. Jernegan 
appeared for the State of Michigan and the 
late Charles O’Conor for the bank. In giving 
the opinion of the Court of Appeals one of the 
Judges, Justice Potter, made several severe 
and harsh strictures on Mr. Lothrop's connec- 
tion with the original case. Among the other 
things he said:

MR. LOTHROP’S DEFENSE. 

Mr. Lothrop says: 

„This matter was all gone over twenty-five 
years ago, and at that time the public were 
pretty generally satisfied of my honorable ac- 
tion and integrity in that case. There is not 
one word of truth in the charge. I had no per- 
sonal interest in the case. The then firm of 
Lothrop & Duffield received the claim for pros- 
ecution the same as any other case. I had not 
the remotest doubts at the time of the entire 
merits of the case. The casa was brought in- 
directly to me from the President of the Phoenix 
Bank, a most reputable merchant of New 
York. He assured me that the case was a good 
one against the State of Michigan. The claim 
was for about $16,000 advanced by the bank in 
1832, and with interest amounted to about 
$83,000. After the claim was allowed by |} 
the State Board of Auditors, and the amount 
paid the bank, it transpired that a Mr. Stewart, 
a previous agent of the bank, had effected a 

ment which had not been reported 
to the bank, and of which I had no knowledge. 
On that ground the State afterwards sued the 
bank and recovered a part of the money paid 
the directors. I repeat, the firm of Lothrop & 
Duffield had not the slightest interest in the 
claim, except as attorneys. Our fees were not

SENATE. 
In the Senate most of the time was taken up 
in the consideration of the General Appropria- 
tion bill on its second reading. When the Sen- 
ate adjourned yesterday it was ia the midst ef 
aquarrel over the appropriation for the inci- 
‘dental expenses of the Appellate Court of the 
First District (Chicago), Senator Herviey want- 
ed to inerease the amount from $6,000 to 
$7,500, and Senator Rinehart wanted it de- 
creased to $4;500. The Rinehart amendment 
was lost onan almost unanimous vote and 
Hereley’s amendment dy a vote of 32 to 10. 
The item was left as it originally etood—$6, 000. 
Senator Ainsworth offered an amendment 
appropriating $55,000 for preliminary repairs 
to the State-House, to recover the dome among 
other things. Senator Merritt opposed it, and 
Senators Hamilton and Whiting supported the 
amendment, which was finally adopted. Sena- 
tor Kelly wanted the money expended under 
the direction of the State-House Commission- 
ers, but his motion to that effect was lost. 
The Militia bill appropriating $150,000 for the 
support of the Lilinois National Guard was 
read the second time and made a special order 
for next Wednesday, Senator Leman, who in- 
troduced the bill, being abseut.

CHICAGO COMMITTEE ON REVENUE LAWS. 


A delegation representing the Chicago Real 
Estate Board arrived yesterday to look after 
the interests of the joint resolution calling for 
the appointment of a commission to revise the 
reyenue laws of the State. The visitors repre- 
senting the board were W. D. Kerfoot, E. A. 
Cummings, Lyman Baird, W. A. Bond, M. R. 
Barnard, C. Morey, E. 8. Dreyer, W. L. 
Pierce, and Herman Benze. They were accom- 
panied by ex-Goy. Hamilton, Corporation- 
Counsel F. 8. Winston Jr., City-Coilector On- 
ahao, and E. J. Harknegs, of Chicsgo. 
These four were given a hearing be- 
fore a joint meeting of the revenue 
committees of both bouses held in the Senate 
chamber in the afternoon. The resoluuon 
provides for the appointment of twelve Com- 
missioners, five by the House, five by the Sen- 
ate, and two by the Governor, who are to re- 
port to the next General Assembly. Mr. Win- 
ston addressed the committee first in favor of 
the resolution. He said the present revenue’ 
laws had become antiquated. They could not 
be remedied by passing a new law here and an 
An entire, revision was 


any session of the Legislature could give it. 
A commission of experts should be appointed 
to investigate the matter and report to the 
next Legislature. Ex-Gov. Hamilton spoke 
for more than an hour for the commission. 
He said the present revenue code was ay ag- 
gregation of different acts, a legisiative crazy- 
quilt, It was a remarkable fact that the State 
had been growing steadi'y poorer for years, at 
least so far as shown by the assessments. ‘The 
valuation had decreased $56,000,000 in ten 
ears. Every one knew that the figures 
ied. The corporations in Cook County 
were assessed for $8,000,000 all told, but 
it was known that at least one of the corpora- 
tions alone could not be fought for $10,000, 000. 
The corporations could not be blamed much, 
because every one tried to evade the payment 
of taxes, ana it was a general race of evasion. 
Only fourteen corporatioas in Cook County 
were assessed On capital stock, when the num- 
ber should be nearer 1,400. The Stock-Yards 
and Pullman Palace-Car Company stood most 
of the brunt. The poor people were beihg 
robbed. Gov. Hamilton explainéd the work- 
ings ot revenue laws in other States, particu- 
larly in Massachusetts, where the expenses 
of the Government are more equally divided 
among the people and corporations. He 
thought the Board of Equalization was a luxu- 
rious piece of machinery that might be dis- 
pensed with. Something more satisfactory 
could be found if a revision of the revenue 
laws were bad. Real estate paid in Illinois 
about 80 per cent of all taxes, and while the 
general valuation in the State was decreasing 
the tax paid by real estate was increasing. Too 
much personal property and capital stock es- 
caped. Senator Merritt said that Assessors 
should not be allowed to succeed themselves, 
because they would have no occasion 
to make low assessments to get votes for the 
next campaign, He thought, too, that the pres- 
ent revenue laws were good if properly en- 
forced. Gov. Hamiiton replied that it was a 
question whether they could be enforced, and 
there were too many incongruities. Mr. Ona- 
han spoke briefly in fuvor of a change in the 
matter of collecting taxes and changing the 
license system. He was followed by Mr. Hark- 
ness, who gavé some interesting figures of 
comparison. The stocks and bonds as- 
sessment in Cook County was about 
$75,000; in McLean County, $150,000; 
in MeDonough County $140,000. The assess- 
ment on shares in foreign corporations in Cook 
County is $100; in Lake County, $11,800: in 
.Champaign County, $40,000. It was ridiculous 
to suppose that in matters of this kind Cook 
County was not richer a million times over 
than other counties in the State. Senator 
Whiting said something would have to be done 
at an early date to reform the revenue laws, 
and was of the opinion that a com- 
mission wouid create sufficient public inter- 
est to stir up legislators who always danced 
to the music when they found their constitu- 
ents were interested in anything. Representa- 
tive Dieckmann moved to. report favorably on 
the resolution. It was decided without discus- 
sion to hold another meeting to give members 
a chance to be heard. The meeting will be 
held at the Leland next Wednesday night.

A LABOR OF LOVES. 

It bas been reported that Appointment- 
Clerk Higgins has exerted himself to secure 
lists of all the Republican clerks who went 
home to vote, to get the lists of subscribers to 
campaign funds, to collect the names of those 


‘who served in any political capacity upon com- 


mittees, who assisted in forwarding doou- 
ments, who made speeches, who solicited 
votes, who wrote letters, who performed any 
political act. To Higgins the task of devising 
ways to get rid of “offensive partisans” who 
are Republicans is a labor of love. 
Most of the clerks, it seems, ob- 
tained railroad tickets at a reduced rate 
upon presenting evidence that they were voters 
going to their homes to vote. The observance 
of the formality, of course, involved the keep- 
ing ot a record of the names and residence of 
these clerks, and a copy of that record, it is 
said, is now in the hands of Mr. Higgins. It 
includes the names of some 800 cierks who 
voted in the State of New York, and of nearly 
500 who swelled the vote of Blaine and Logan 
in Maryland, besides the names of hundreds of 
clerks who voted in Pennsyivania, Ohio, 
and other States. Higgins was asked 
today if these reports were true. He 
said exultantly that they were true; that he 
had spent a good deal oftime in this sort of 
thing, and that in ways which be would not 
explain he had beceme possessed of informa- 
tion of the character indicated, and he replied, 
giibly. using his favoritexpression: “And they 
all have got to go. He was asked if he meant 
by that that all the clerks and division chiefs 
in these lists which he had secured were to be 
removed. He answered cheerfully, “Tney 
have got to go, They have got to go.“ 

Mr. W. G. Webster of Indiana, a first-class 
clerk in the Fourth Auditor's office, received 
his discharge from the Treasury Department 
today for being an offensive partisan.” Mr. 
Webster made himself offensive during the re- 
cent campaign when he took twenty-four 
days’ leave without pay to go home election- 
eering. Other elerks in the departments whose 
record shows an absence without pay during 
the campaign ere in an unbappy state of mind 
at this evidence of a determination to weed 
them out. Many wudo have been keeping very 
quiet, in the hope that their sin of Repubiican- 
ism would be forgiven or forgotten, have now 
thrown off all reserve and are openly courting 
the execationer’s ax.

CAPITAL AND LABOR. 


INDICATIONS THAT THE IRONWORKERS 
LAND MANUFACTURERS WILL COME TO AN 
AGREEMENT — WINDOW-GLASS ASSOCIA- 

.TION—STRIKES AND FAILURES. 

PITTSBURG, Pa,, May 21.—Notwithstanding 
the fact that neither the manufacturers nor 
the ironworkers have displayed any outward 
signs of receding from their respective posi- 
tions, it is conceded that a general strike will 
be averted. The discussion through the press 
since the meeting of the conference has laid 
the way open for acompromise. Another con- 
ference will probably be held during the com- 
ing week. Both sides can then agree upon 
what concessiong will be necessary to bring 
about an amicable settlement. It is evident 
that the unbroken front presented by the 
manufacturers the day after the conference 
has not been maintained, and a large body of 
ironworkers have hinted that a reasonable re- 
duction would not be antagonized. This gives 
each side an opportunity to iet itself down 
easy before the lst of June, the date when the 
present scale ceases to be effective. The milis 
are all running double time at present, and a 
number of iarge orders are reported to have 
been received within the last few days. 

The National Committee of the Window-Glass 
Manufacturérs’ Association meet here next 
Monday to examine the workings of natural 
gasand adopt a new scale of wages. It is 
learned that the committee will make two 
scaies instead of one, ag in the past. One of 
the scaies will be for manufacturers using 
natural gas and the other for those using a 
different fuel. A distinction will also be made 
in the price for blowing single and double 
strength giass. Heretofore the price has been 
unequal, and itis proposed to equalize it at 
this meeting. A general reduction of the work- 
ing force will also be ordered in all the facto- 
ries belonging to the associanon, and, as it 
embraces ali but one factory, the reduction 
will be genera,. N 

PITTSBURG, Pa., May 21.— The Iron Manu- 
facturers’ Offensive and Defensive Alliance 
was in session here several hours today. Upon 
adjournment Secretary Weeks reported that 
fifty miils were represented. After a prolonged 
investigation it was decided to reaflirm the 
action of the previous meeting relative to the 
scale, and to leaye the matter entirely in the 
hands of the Conference Committee, which has 
power to act. The manufacturers state that 
they will not ask for a conference, but if the 
Amalgamated Association make the request 
they will meet them. 

The threatened strike of tron-workers may 
be averted. The Amalgamated Association 
made a move in that direction today by pre- 
senting to the manufacturers’ committee a re- 
vised scale running the card rate down to two 
cents, instead of two and a half as at present,and 
providing for a reduction of a fraction over 9 
per cent in the pudaling and finishing depart- 
ments. Accompanying the new scale was a re- 
quest for another conference. The manufact- 
urers’ committee promptly agreed to meet 
them, and fixed 2 o'clock tomorrow afternoon 
as the time for holding the conference. The 
meeting will, it ig thought, result in an amica- 
bie settlement of the wage troubles. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 21.—The annual report 
of Secretary George W. Cope of the American 
Iron and Steel Association has just been com- 
pleted. The production of pig-iron in 1884 was 
4,589,613 net tons, of all rolled iron; including 
nails and excluding rails, 1,931,748 tons; Besse- 
mer steel rails, 1,116,621 tons, and rails of ail 
kinds, 1,144,851 tons. The imports of iron and 
steel aggregated in value $38,211,800, and the 
exports $19,902,150. Altogether 487,820 tons 
(gross) of iron-ore were imported. The state- 
ment also gives the total production of coal 
99,851,870 in gross tons, including 380,718,208 
tons of anthracite. The fabulous quantity of 
62,110,660 bushels of charcoal was required to 
make fuel for the iron works of tlie country. 
The balance of trade in favor of the United 
States in the first eight months of the fiscal year 
of 1885 was $159,592,359. After alluding to the 
belief that a transfer of the Presidency from one 
political party to the other would create a 
commercial revulsion, Secretary Cope, in the 
review of the commercial situation, says: 
**With the dread of the adoption of a reaction- 
ary policy by the new National Administra- 
tion happily dispelled; witn the domestic mar- 
ket very largely in the hands of home pro- 
ducers, so that imports are exceeded in value 
by exports; with our currency on a gold 
basis, so that no unsettling of values is 
to be apprehended soon from that quarter; 
with no political excitement distracting the 
minds of the pedéple; and with a majority of 
members in next House of Representatives 
believed to be in favor of protection—the 
manufacturers of the United States are ina 
position to take instant advantage of any 
favorable change in the condition of business. 
How this change may be brought about we are 
unable to explain, but it may be very much

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New York, May 21.—({Special.]--E. W. God- 
dard, the former clerk of Austin, Corbin & Co., 
who absconded thirteen years ago after having 
been given a package to register containing 
$15,000, and who was recently arrested in Min- 
neapolis, was surrendered to the District-At- 
torney today and committed to the Tombs un- 
der an indictment twelve years old. It is said 
that he has been in the city for ten days in the 
hands of detectives, who surrendered bim to 
the constituted authorities only when it suited 
their convenience, The Mayor of Minneapo-. 
lis and several prominent citizens Of that place 
have written to Goddard's counsel here ex- 
pressing their friendship for him and their 
interest in his fate, while E. G. Barnaby, with 
whom he was associated in business in that 
city, has come to New York with the expressed 
purpose of using every effort to rescue him 
from his predicament. Goddard, as well as the 
lawyers on both sides, refused to talk about 
the case. The District-Attorney was notified 
this afternoon that there is a civil suit for 820. 
000 brought by Austin, Corbin & Co. pending 
against Goddard. 

THE RELATIONS OF SENEY’S BANKS, 

The office of Referee Hamilton Cole was 
filled this afternoon with the parties to the 
suit of Freling H. Smith, the receiver ot the 
Atiantic State Bank of Brooklyn, for the re- 
covery of $235,000 loaned for account of the 
Brooklyn Bonk, Mr. Smith claims, by the 
Metropolitan National Bank of this city. 
The latter bas put in the defense 
that the loans were made as the in- 
dividual actof George I. Seney, the former 
President of the Metropolitan Bank, who was 
also a director of the Atlantic Bank, Mr. Seney 
testified that the loans were made under 
the genera! direction of President Puffer of the 
Atlantic Bank and to Nelson Robinson & Co. 
Mr. Seney took railroad bonds and stock as 
security, which remained in his charge and 
were placed in the vault. No record whatever 
was made in the pooks of the Metro- 
politan Bank and no account of 
the transactions was kept by Mr. Seney. 
No report was ever made, exceptithrough the 
statements. Mr. Seney explained the methods 
of making the loans, and identified the tickets 
whicn were signed by him as President. Mr. 
Seney added that he acted for the Atlantic 
Bank under a general discretionary authority 
in buying mercantile paper, buying bonds, re- 
ceiving payment by charges upon the books of 
the Metropolitan National Bank against the 
Atlantic. The Metropolitan Bank received no 
benefit from these loans in the way of interest 
or commissions. The firm of Neilson, Robin- 
son & Co. making these loans consists of Mr. 
Seney’s son-in-law and bis two sons. 

THE INTER-STATE COMMERCE INVESTIGA-

THE POSTAL TELEGRAPH. 

A scheme for the organization of the Postal 
Telegraph Company nas been prepared and in- 
vitations to a conference have been sent to the 
holders of bonds that have been in default 
since Feb. 1. The officials of the company de- 
olined to make public the exact terms of the 
schem, giving as a reason that the plan had not 
yet been assented to by the bondholders. From 
other sources, however, it was ascertained 
that the proposed plan provides for a 
surrender and cancellation of the 
first-mortgage bonds now outstthating; 
an  msue in their place of $3, 500 
new stock for each $10,000 in bonds so surren- 
dered; for each 100 shares of the Postal Tele- 
graph & Cable Company five shares of the new 
stock will be issued, and two and one-baif 
shares for each lot of 100 shares of the old 
Postal Telegraph Company’s stock. These 
changes will be carried into effect in case there 
is no unexpected opposition on the part of the 
bondhoidera, whice 1s not anticipated, as the 
proposed scheme has met with the approval of 
several of the largest holders of the Postal“ 
securities. It is probable that President 
Mackay will advance or contribute sufficient 
ready capital to enable the company to carry 
out the plans projected for its extension and 
relieve it from any monetary embarrassment. 

THE NEW OLD TESTAMENT. 

New signs were put in bookstore windows 
all over the city today. announcing that the re- 
vised Bile, in twenty-nine different styles of 
binding, was for sale within. Generally 
speaking, there was nothmg like the demand 
tor the complete book that followed the publi- 
cation of the revised New Testament. There 
was no comparison between the public interest 
in the latest revision as indicated by the first 
day’s sales, eitber by wholesale or retail. 
One cause of this was undoubtedly the differ- 
ence in price. The cheapest edition of the 
entire revised Bible is $1, while the 
New Testament, in cloth binding and 
ble type, was offered for 2 cents. 
Paper-covered. editions were even cheaper. 
While the $1 edition was in greatest demand at 
the wholesale houses it did not sell so readily 
as it was supposed it would at the retail stores.

HR PACIFIC MAIL SUBSIDY. 

The indications on the street yesterday 
pointed te an early settlement of the question 
of tac Pacific Mail subsidy, the extended con- 
tract for Which will expire June 1. The direc- 
tors of the steamship company were in session 
for several hours at the office of Russell Sage. 
A proposition was received by the steamship 
company some time ago for a monthly guaran- 
tee of $85,000 to be paid by the companies in 
the Transcontinental Association, this guaran- 
tee to differ from the contract now in force, 
the payments under which are subject §to 
rebate, which reduces the net payment to 
the Pacific Mail to about $75,000. The pro- 
posed arrangement will make the $85,000 paid 
net, and the money will be paid by the trans- 
continental companies in proportion to the 
freight carried by each between the Pacific 
coast.and the Missouri River. Should the pro- 
posed new agreement be entered into the com- 
panies in the so-called Huntington lines“ 
will contribute most of the subsidy. After 
the conclusionof the meeting the Pacific Mail 
officiais declared a settlement of the whole 
matter was not unlikely within a few days.

THE BOOKBINDERS’ UNION—THE JOHN MOR- 
0 RIS COMPANY STRIKE. 

Between 300 and 400 bookbinders met in the 
Plasterers’ Union hall last night and took steps 
in the direction of organizing a union. Mem- 
bers of several of the existing unions were 
present to advocate the expediency of such a 
step. A temporary organization was effecied, 
and a committee appointed to prepare consti- 
tution and by-laws to be reported next Thurs- 


day uight. | 

"The John Morris strike came up for dis- 
cussion and occupied the rest of the session. 
Communications were read irom trades unions 
in Cincinnati, New York, St. Louis, Boston, 
and elsewhere offering the strikers all the 
financial beip they might need. A number of 
the men brought to Chicago by the Morris 
Company to take the place of the strikers were 
present and made statements. They said that 
they had come here under a false im- 
pression, and as soon as they found 
out the real state of the case ret used 
to sign a contract. A committee of three of 
the strikers made a statement of their case. 
They said that their connection with the Morris 
Company had always been maintained under 
unpleasant circumstances. The company's 
shop bad been kept locked during working 
bours, in violation of the fire ordinance. Dur- 
ing the exvessive cold of last winter, when it 
was often necessary to keep the hands at work 
till 10 at night, the latter were not allowed to 
go home through the store, but were emptied 
out futo the rear alley, which was often full of 
slush and snow. Many of the employés being 
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good deal of the time of the session was de- 
voted to a discussion of the prohibition ques- 
tion, one of the firat things being to vote to in- 
crease by $100,000 the literary fund, so as to 
enable the association to counteract the work 
of the Prohibitionists in Kansas and 
Iowa. During the discussion on pro- 
hibition it was claimed that § three 
fourths of the brewers had been 
Republicans, and yet all the probibitory laws, 
as a rule, were passed with the aid of Repub- 
lican votes. Mr. Wailraffof Kansas said that 
afew years ago Kansas was fighting slavery. 
Today she is fighting fanaticiam and priest- 
craft. In 1850 the manufacture of intoxicating 
liquors was prohibited by the Kansas Legis- 
lature. In 1882, for the first time, a Demo- 
cratic Governor was elected. Then the Legis- 
lature let the Liquor law alone. Last year the 
Governor who was elected was an anti-Pro- 
bibitionist, and the law passed four months ago 
is infamous, waking it impossible for brewers 
to exist in the State. It actually probibits the 
manufacture of beer, and now the saioon is 
transferred to the drugstore, which encourages 
the use of whisky as a beverage. 

In his address Henry Clausen said that pro- 
hibition had failed in Maine, after forty years’ 
trial. He added: Maine is not a State that 
the average American need be proud of. She 
has made no progress at ali within a great 
many years. Her population decreased during 
the decade of 1860-"70; in the succeeding dec- 
ade (during which the population of the 
United States increased at the rate of 13 per 
cent) she gained 3 per cent. She is the worst 
pauper-ridden State in the Union. Delirium 
tremens is proportionately more frequent there 
than in any other State, and her public mortal- 
ity compares unfavorably with that of States 
similarly situated.“

THE MACKIN CASE. 
The disagreement between Judges Harlan 
and Gresham on the points in the case of 
Mackin and Gallagher was not unexpected, 
but it is exceedingly discouraging. It was 
not announced from the bench wherein the 
Judges disagree. It may be as to the juris- 
diction of the court, or as to the regularity of 
the trial upon an information instead of in- 
dictnient, or both. The effect will be to take 
the case to the Supreme Court of the United 
States, where a decision cannot be obtained 
sooner than October, and may be delayed 
very much longer. In the meantime the two 
convicts will be at large on bail, subject to 
the order of the Circuit Court when it shall 
be prepared to announce its decision under 
instructions from the Supreme Court. 
When Judge Gresham granted a stay of 
proceedings in order to secure a review of the 
case it was feared that the first step had been 
taken in a long course of delay which would 
finally result in the defeat of justice. This 
apprehension is naturally increased by the at- 
tituds of uncertainty taken by the Circuit 
Court. The prisoners and their counsel and 
friends treated what may be called the inde- 
cision of the court as a triumph for their side, 
and it would be difficult to persuade the au- 
dacious and confident Mackin that he is in the 
slightest danger of seeing the inside of a pen- 
itentiary for ballot-box stuffing. 
The public is not familiar with the law 
technicalities. It scarcely knows what the 
difference is between a proceeding upon in- 
formation and a proceeding upon indictment. 
It is indifferent whether scoundrels are con- 
victed in a State court or a United States 
court. But the public does know that the 
most glaring and stupendous fraud was com- 
mitted in one of the Eighteenth Ward pre- 
cincts. It knows that the ballots cast by 
citizens were extracted and spurious ballots 
substituted. It knows, from abundant and 
competent evidence, that these spurious bal- 
lots were ordered by and delivered to Mackin. 
It knows that the proof was coliected and 
the trial conducted at the cost of many thou- 
sand dollars contributed by citizens of Chica- 
go purely in the public interest. It knows 
that a jury of fair, intelligent men, without 


guilty. It knows that the scoundrels wert 
sentenced to two years’ imprisonmer/—a 
punishment altogether inadequate to the of- 
tense. And it knows that from this point, 
which should have been the end ot the case, 
there has been a successful fight for delay, 
with a prospect that the scorindrels may es- 
cape altogether. 

We repeat that this 1 is exceed- 
ingly discouraging.” What inducement will 
good citizens hayé to spend their money, 
time, and energy in running down election 
fears it the men who commit them cannot 
be punished after they are convicted? What 
hope is there for protecting the ballot-boxes 
if the professors of ‘‘fine work” become 
convinced that they are in no danger of pun- 
ishment? The result of the most persistent 
effort has merely been to put Mr. Mackin 
and his associates to a little expense and 
trouble in detending the suits brought against 
them, but it still remains to make ballot-box 
stuffing odious and perilous. ‘That is a mat- 
ter upon which the Supreme Court of the 
United States must pass. 


CLEVELAND AND THE GERMANS. 

Mr. Cleveland’s personal lack of informa- 
tion in regard to the political conditions of 
the country, and especially of the West, is 
going to make him trouble in more ways than 
one. He has ignored the important influence 
of the German-Americans until-it is extreme- 
ly doubtful whether he will be able to concil- 
late them in the future. The New York 
Staats-Zeitung and the Iutnois Staats-Zet- 
vung, which are the leading organs of the 
German-Americans, undoubtedly reflect the 
sentiment of their constituents in the criti- 
cisms they have made upon many of the new 
appointments and upon the policy which 
seems to govern them.

What 
do Bayard, Lamar, Garland, and Gorman care 
about the German vote? The Lawtons, Hig- 
ginses, Keileys, Boyd-Winchesters, Pills- 
burys—a long line of offensive Democratic 
politicians with whom the Germans have no 
sympathy—have been and probably will con- 
tinue to be the beneficiaries of the new Ad- 
ministration. The Germans are not import- 
unate officeseekers, but they will resent 
bitterly palpable neglect, and that is about 
all they have received at Cleveland’s hands. 


RECLAIMING TiDE MARSHES. 

The Department of Agriculture at Wash- 
ington has just issued a volume devoted to the 
reclamation of tide marshes and their utility 
for agricultural purposes. It is estimated by 
the department that the area of the country 
for such purpose could be increased at least 
10,000 square miles—an area of territory as 
Jarge as the State of Vermont—by taking 
not only the marshes on the ocean border 
but those farther inland, fringing bays, 
sounds, and rivers. It also contains reports 
from various parts of the country showing 
what has already been done in the way of re- 
claiming these waste lands, which were of 
value only for their crops of salt hay. The 
principal reclamations are in New Jersey 
along the Maurice River; in Pennsylvania 
on the Delaware, where one farmer has a 
splendid farm of 1,000 acres safe from 
the highest tides; in North Caro 
lina, South Carolina, and Georgia, where 
valuable lands have been diked for rice; i 
Louisiana and Texas, where they have been 
reclaimed for rice and sugar-cane culture and 
cattle-ranging; and in Washington Territory, 
where nearly one-half of the area formerly 
occupied by the channels of Puget Sound, 
amounting to 1,050 square miles, have been 
converted into rich arable land. In Califor- 
nia also, at the mouths of the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin Rivers, where there are 
nearly 1,000,000 aeres of fresh-water marshes, 
50,000 have been reclaimed and are among 
the most fertile lands in the whole State, be- 
ing devoted mostly to fruit-raising. In this 
connection the New Orleans Picayune calls 
attention to the reclamation carried on by the 
Louisiana Land Reclamation Company, which 
has saved 15,000 acres in Terre Bonne and St. 
Mary’s Parishes. The soil of the sea-marsh 
in-that region is a black mass of decayed veg- 
etable matter capable of being drained and of 
growing any of the products of the State, 
while the subsoil is a stiff blue clay well 
adapted to dike-building. Speaking of the 
company’s operations the Picayune says: 

The land was broken by steam piows plyteg 
between parallel canals and operated br the 
engines of two steam dredging-machines float- 
ing in canals at opposit sides of the elds. Rice, 
jute, vegetables, etc., have been cultivated in 
this reclaimed land successfully. ; The company 
claim a larger yield of rice than ‘the South Car- 


vlina lands give under the most favorable cir 
camstances. Jute grew six feet in five weeks 


on this new land. In St:-Mary the company 
has also o were n Dvuch success, and land 
is reclaim ery year ana put in cultivation. 
No engineering difficulty is accomplished me 
levees need be om two or three feet high. 
greatest danger is from overflow trom the Ale 
sissippi, it being very easy to protect the lands 
from tidgi overflow. The new lands are too 
rich in4Zoda, potassa, and ammonia to produce 
canes of high saccharine strength for several 
Yers, but are excellent for corp crops, and in 
‘ight years under cultivation become good 
sugar lands. The cost of reclamation is $3 per 
acre. 

Operations on 4 still larger scale are being 
prosecuted in Calcasieu, Cameron, and Ver- 
milion Parisnes, where a syndicate has pur- 
chased 1,000,000 acres of marsh lands upon 
which it is now engaged. The Picayune 
says: The average cost of reclaiming these 
lands is found to be $6 per acre, the marsh 
when reclaimed being much richer than the 
adjacent uplands, with a rich, deep soil, well 
suited to rice or for pasture or meadow land.” 
The secret. of the efforts of so many com- 
panies to reclaim marsh lands when there 
are still so many millions of unoceupied agri- 
culturai lands in this country, and lands that 
could be made ready for agriculture by clear- 
ing and breaking, is that the cost of 
reclaiming marsh lands averages only about $4 
peracre, that the work is comparatively easy, 
and when done the land is much more fertile 
than the higher lands which have been cov- 
ered by timber. It is the universal testimony 
that these reclaimed lands are almost inex- 
haustible and cannot be excelled, whether for 
raising vegetables, fruit, or the cereals. ‘The 
volume in question does not take any account 
of the reclamation of the everglades in Flor- 
ida, the most colossal work of all, as it is de- 
voted mainly to reclamations which have 
been accomplished. 


THE WAR RUMORS. 

The situation of affairs between England 
and Russia yesterday was sufficiently war- 
like to cause a very serious decline in con- 
sols, and yet the decline does not seem to 
have been warranted by anything more sta- 
ble than apprehensions that Russia is bound 
not to be pacified and the delay of the Home 
Government in not ordering the Guards back 
to England from Alexandria, which led to 


the somewhat oracular statement of the Mar- 


quis of Hartington, Secretary of War, to the 
House of Commons that the Government 
still thinks it desirable to concentrate the 
British troops in the Soudan for possible 
service elsewhere.” All this might be and 
not indicate war, and indeed the London 
Times declares that the Guards are retained 
at Alexandria because the Government has 
reason to apprehend a hostile combination of 
the European Powers against English inter- 
ests in Egypt. It says, as if with authority: 
There is no need to attribute this action to 
the position of the Anglo-Russian difficulty. 
There is more than enough in the affairs of 
Egypt to enforce the necessity of precaution, 
if not to justify positive disquiet.”

the avoidance of war is that neither Power is 
yet ready for a struggle on that distant 
frontier. England will not go into war un- 
less she is forced into it, but if the necessity 
comes it is evident she will go into it as fully 
prepared as possible. The decision rests 
with Russia, and if, as has been stated, the 
Czar is merely a tool in the hands of the war 
party he may refuse any settlement England 
is prepared to make and force the issue be- 
fore the time comes for it. 


TYPHOID GERMS. 

Certain as the danger seems to be, if rell 
ance can be pl upon the assertions of the 
medical authorities that we shall have a 
visitation of cholera this year, or next year 
at farthest, it is questionable whether the 
danger from this pestilence is as alarming as 
another which is actually in our midst, 
Seience is sharply investigating the cholera 
germs and seeking to extirpate them in vari- 
ous ways, and, failing that, to ward off their 
attack by the new theory of inoculation. 
But what is it doing with the typhoid germs, 


which are perhaps even more fatal in their - 


effect upon their victims than the dreaded 
cholera microbes? Certain it is that had the 
cholera attacked the Town of Plymouth, Pa., 
its visitation would not have been more 
calamitous, so far as loss of life is concerned, 
than the typhoid-fever has be en. 

The alarming feature of typhoid-fever is 
the existenee ir nearly all large cities and in 
towns situated on river courses of the condi- 
tions favorable to the development of typhotd 
germs. These conditions are constantly mul- 


tiplying as cities and towns continue to grow 


and the problem of disposing of their sewage 
becomes more complicated. A single case of 
typhoid-fever, where the germs are not de- 
stroyed, may spread havoc amongst a large 
population if these germs find an easy me- 
dium of communication, like running water, 
for instance. This was the case at Plymouth, 
where the medical committee of investigation 
report that the origin of the terrible epidemic 
which has threatened to depopulate the town 
may be traced to the excreta of a single 
typhoid case which was thrown upon the 
ground sixty feet away from a mountain 
stream that fed a resorvoir two miles dis*<nt, 
which in turn fed the mains that detributed 
the drinking water throgz- ne ill-fated 
town. From this it ipv¥apparent that the 
danger from this dree4iul scourge is not con- 
fined to springs or to wells in cities, which 
are usually 1 Glose proximity to drains. and 


“sewers, but that mountain streams, supposed 


to be pure, and rivers may take these germs 
with them and carry death and disease to the 
towns and cities located on their banks. 

It is a cheering sign that the pestilence at 
Plymouth is beginning to arouse public at- 
tention. In Philadelphia the people are 
thoroughiy aroused and the problem of pure 
water is being actively discussed. The water 
of that city is taken from the Schuylkill 
River, which takes the dramage ot an im- 
mense valley, and by the time it reaches the 
city is charged with the sewage of numerous 
villages. The Press says: There is not a 
day that this sewage does not contain the 
excreta of at least a hundred typhoid-fever 
patients and of others having different in- 
fectious diseases. Running water does not 
eliminate the germs ot typhoid-fever or 
cholera, but favors the increase by reproduc- 
tion. How much better off is Chicago? We 
have a great lake at our doors with an inex- 
haustible supply of the sweetest, and purest, 
and clearest water in the world when in its 
normal condition, and yet, though we derive 
our supply two miles from shore, 
it is not free from the contamina- 
tions of sewage and from the filth with 
which the river is polluted, which 
The water is not 
fit for use without boiling, and even then it 
is urged by some that it should not be used 
without filtering and even bottling. The one 
great danger to Chicagoin case of a cholera 
visitation is from the water; but cholera is 
not the only pestilence that lurks in it. 
There are other diseases equally or more to 
be dreaded than this peripatetic pest. They 
are diseases which may come at any time 
and have no periodical seasons for visitation. 
They may come at any. time of year and with- 
out warning. ‘They are diseases bred of filth 
in various conditions—filthy bodies, filthy 
houses, and particularly filthy water. The 
last condition Chicago is rapidly approaching, 
for year by year the lake grows more filthy 
as the population increases, and no action is 
taken to remedy it or to ward off an ap- 
proaching danger. With defective plumbing, 
sewers, and drains, with an intersection by 
one of the filthiest streams in the world, and 
with a great lake, which should be kept 
clean, growing more and more poisonous 
every year, we need not wait for cholera be- 
fore action is taken. Death is lurking all 
about us. 


Ir is claimed that a New York scientist 
has discovered anew metal which is confi- 
dently expected to supplant the use of 
nickel. The hitherto unknown substance 
was found in a erucible in which had been 
mixed an explosive substance with puiver- 
ized furnace slag. It is described as being 
silyery white, of a fine, smooth texture, and 
susceptible of a brilliant polish that no ex- 
posure will tarnish. It is malleable, ductile, 
and of great tenacity, showing a tensile re-

Dr. OPPOLZER of Vienna is announced 4s 
soon to issue a very extended table of eclipses, 
including about eight thousand of the sun and 
more than five thousand of the moon, which 
bave occurred and will ocour between the 
years 1207 B. C. and 2161 A. D. There can be 
no doubt that the list will be an exhaustive 
one, but of its vaiue, even to astronomers, 
there is room for question. Not very muon of 
interest attaches to eolipses of the remote 
past except as aids to the location of important 
historic events and the correction of the tables 
of the lunar motion. It is fair to the investi- 


gators of the last hundred years to say wat 


they have pretty well ransacked the ground in 
both these directions. In the latter department 
of research the eclipses have been of great 
service, though the observations of these phe- 
nomena were only rude up to a comparatively 
recent date. They have furnished data for 
determining the average rate of the moon's 
motion with a degree of precision that would 
seem to leave nothing more to be desired, since 
the possible error of the deduction is very 
much less than a second inacentury. The at- 
tention of the few astronomers who are yet 
working at the problem is now directed to the 
elimination of errors 3o small that they can 
only be detected by the refined methods of 
observation adopted since some of them were 
born. As for the eclipses of the future, it may 
be hoped that the lavors of these men will en- 
able them to be calculated with a precision 
which is not now attainable, so that the work 


will have to be gone all over again at some 
* 


time in the future.

National Zeitung of Berlin says that En- 
land, after repeated attempts to make a stand 
in Egypt, bas begun a retrograde movement 
before the advancing phalanx of united Eu- 
rope. The German papers exult over Prince 
Bismarck’s success in the coupon affair. It is 
stated that Prises Bismarck is advising Eu- 
gland to confine her pratection of Egypt to the 
control of Egyptian finances, and assist Ger- 
many's colonizing enterprises in Eustern 


Africa. 
GERMANY. 


Special dispatches from Berlin show that 
Emperor William’s hlness is undoubtedly more 
serious than the officiais will admit. There is 
to be a review of troops at Berlin tomorrow 
which the Emperor is determined to command 
if it be a physical possibility. He has strictly 
ordered his physicians and attendants to be- 
little bis illness in all reports which may get to 
the public, but it is improbable that be will be 
able to conduct the review, even from the 
Flass-domed carriage which has been built ex- 
pressly for such Occasions. 

Herr Wrisbergin, the representative in the 
Assembly or Diet of the Duchy of Brunswick, 
today read the proposal mentioned in yester- 
day's National Zei of Berlin as the one 
which would be laid before the Bundesrath 
concerning the succession to the ducal throne, 
This proposal is that the Bundesrath should 
express its conviction that the administration 
of the Government of Brunswick by the Duke 
of Cumberl would be incompatible with 
the internal peace and the security of the 
empire.“ The reading of the proposal was re- 
ceived with applause. A special committee of 
the Diet was appointed to take action on the 
proposal. 

The Bundesrath has adopted the bourse tax 
and customs tariff amendment bills. 

The Oficial Gazette announces that Emperor 
William has granted to Geheimrath Hanse- 
mann, on behalf of the New Guinea Company 
a charter confirming Emperor William's sov- 
ereignty over the company’s territory com- 
prising that portion of Kaiser Wilhelm's land 
not already in British or Dutch possessions, 
the islands situated off the coast and the isi- 
ands of the archipelago hitherto called New 
Britain, now known as the Bismarck Archi- 
pelago. The company undertakes to establish 
and maintain state institutions and to defray 
expenses of an adequate judicial administra- 
tion, in return for which the company will en- 
joy territorial rights, subject to the supreme 
control of the Government. 

FRANCE.

A Meritorions Composition Where 
Author and Composer Are in 
Happy Accord. 


A Careful Analysis of the Music and a 


Criticism of the Performance as 
a Whole. 


Mackenzie's Rose of Sharon” received its 
first presentation in this city last night by the 
Apollo Club, the Thomas Orchestra, Miss Juch, 
Mr. Winch, Miss Clapper, and Mr. Heinrich, 
Mr. Thomas at the baton. The work is entirely 
new, having been first publicly pertormed at 
the Norwich festival in England last October. 
The author of the music is Mr. A. C. Macken- 
zie, a Scotchman long resident upon the Conti- 
nent. He is the author of a number of im- 
portant works, the success of which had 
already certified to his unusual gifts before 
the present work was undertaken. The book 
of the Hose of Sharon was compiled from 
the Scriptures by Mr. Joseph Bennett, mostly 
from the “Song of Songs.” There are no 
means of knowing how far Mr. Bennett’s com- 
pilation may have been influenced by his 
previous knowledge of Mackenzie's peculiar 
genius, but it is quite certain that the book 
here furnished is beautiful, highly poetic, and 
exactly fitted to the idiosyncrasies of Macken- 
zie’s genius. The central figure of the work is 
the Sulamite, a pure, true-hearted, beautiful 
village maiden. Nearest her in dramatie prece- 


‘dence is the Beloved, who in the first scene 


calls to her in the well-known words: 
Rise up, rise up, my love, 
My fair one, and come away, 
For. lo! the winter is past; 
The rain is over and gone. 

To this beautiful serenade the Sulamite an- 
swers: 

Tis the voice of my beloved! behold he cometh 

Bounding over the mountains. 

The Sulamite attracts the admiring attention 
of King Solomon as he passes through the vil- 
lage, and he presses his suit there and later at 
Jerusalem with a truly Italian ardor. There is 
also a contralto who has a moderate amount of 
utility work in the way of moral reflections 
and information, The book is disposed in four 
parts. Part first is at the Village of Sulam. It 
contains a chorus of villagers, Come, let us 
no forth into the fleld, the song of the Be 
loved, the Sulamite's answer, their duet, and 
the chorus again. Scene second is in the vine- 
yards. Solomon’s chariots and retinue are seen 
coming up from the valley. The King and the 
nobles admire the Sulamite and the King 
makes love to her. Yieiding to the elders ana 
villagers, she departs in the King’s retinue. 
The principal numbers here are the choruses 
of the villagers and the songs of the King and 
the Princes and the Sulamite’s cal! to her be- 
loved. Part second is called The Tempta- 
tion.“ The scene is laid in the palace. The 
Sulamite bemoans her loneliness and sings a 
highly pvetic setting of the Twenty-third 
Psalm, after which she is admired by the 
women of the palace, who envy her beauty and 
good fortune. The King sends a messenger 
inviting the daughters of Zion to go forth 
and behold the procession of the Ark. 
This grand pageant occupies the whole of the 
remainder of this part. It contains some of 
the finest, most varied, and most dramatic 
writing of the work, particulariy for chorus. 
The maidens have an extremely graceful 
Chorus in a semi-Persian style, We Will 
Praise His Name in the Dance; the elders 
have a noble piece of four-part writing for 
male Voices, ** Beautiful for Situation, the Joy 
of the Whole Earth is Mount Zion;“ the shep- 
herds and vine-dressers have a simpler and 
more graceful strain, for soprano, contralto, 
and tenor, Give Ear, OShepherd of Israel; 
the soldiers have a tremendously vigorous 
chorus. Give Unto the Lord, O, Ye Mighty;“ 
the priests have a measured chant, ‘I Will 
Wash My Hands in Innocency;” this part of 
the scene ends with an extremely dramatic full 
chorus. Arise, O Lord, Into Thy Strength.“ 
The chorus, God Save the Kinga comes once 
more. A woman of the palace points the moral 
by remarking to the Sulamite, Thus shall it 
be done unto ber whom the King delighteth to 
honor.“ But the Sulamite is true to her love. 
She answers: 


My beloved pastures his flocks among the lilies; 

Lo! Solomon in all his glory is not arrayed like 
one ofthese.  , 

My beloved is mine and I am his. 

Part third is entitled Victory.“ It opens 
with the Sulamite’s dream, preceded by an 
orchestral introduction entitled Sleep.“ She 
dreams that her beloved calis to her to open; 
she arises, clothes herself, and opens the door, 
but he is gone; she goes out into the night 
after him, and the watchmen make a mock of 
her. (The police appear to have had a bad 
name even in those days.) She is awakened 
by a messenger from Soiomon, who follows 
close after her and presses his suit. The 
Sulamite answers: 

My love is strong as death 
And unconquerable as the grave. 

The King orders ber sent back to her vine- 
yards. 

Part fourth is called Reunion.” The scene 
is laid in the village. The villagers note that 
the fields of the beloved languish and the place 
is desolate because of his absence. A woman 
descries the Sulamite coming up the valley 
leaning on the arm of her beloved. Then there 
is a great chorus, Sing. O heavens, and be 
joyful, O earth!“ a quartet, **We shall not 
hunger nor thirst’; a highly poetic canticie of 
the Sulamite, My beloved is mine and I am 
his’; and a thoroughly delightful duet. Then 
the chorus, For the flame of love is ag flre.“ 
This analysis bas purposely been made minute 
enough to show how ideal tne story is, how 
simple, how inherently dramatic, and bow free 
from any of the opposing elements of malice 
or hate which are commoniy relied upon by 
dramatic composers for contrast. The Devil 
does not so much as whisk his tail once in this 
whole book. Solomon is polite and gentleman- 
ly in his woomg, as indeed befits bis posi- 
tion and experience, When he finds that 
he produces no effect by his liberal 
offer of setting her up in an estab- 
lishment upon the “hill of sweet frankin- 
cense, in token of her superiority over the 
“threescore queens and fourscore concu- 


dines at that time constituting what railway 


officials call the preferred stock of the concern, 
he gracefully yields and sends her home. 
That the chorus sings in Scriptural phrase is 
but natural; it belongs to the dramatic unity 
of the story. What is it, then, that we have? 
Is it oratorio or opera? Let us look agai#. 
There is a prolog defining the work as a par- 
able relating to Christ and his chureh. There 
isan epilog closing with a chorus upon the 
famous text of the Revelator, To him that 
overcometh will I give to eat of the tree of 
lite.“ No issue can be taken with Mr. Bennett 
because of his baving attempted to give to this 
poetic love-story a mystical signification. No- 
body knows what the Song of Songs was in- 
tended to mean. At all events, Mr. Bennett has 
selected the best of it, and has arranged his mat- 
ter into a coherent whoie which not only suits 
the genius of the composer, but is also true to 
the inherent capacity of music. There is a 
good reason for putting tne work into tbis 
form of an unactable sacred opera. 

What Mackenzie must have desired was the 
opportunity to rbapsodize in music, making 
use of first-class means of expression as to 
singers and players, and before an audience of 
refined, earnest, appreciative music-lovers. 
These conditions exist nowbere butin concert 
oratono. The operatic chorus and the conven- 
tionalities of the stage debar a composer from 
his highest flights, even if the audience were 
in the mood to listen. The concert oratorio 
came in with St. Paul and Elijah.“ Both 
these bave heroic figures and dramatic inci- 
dents to deal with, which the present one bas 
not. But it bas in place of the strongly dramatic

the ** Procession of the Ark is worthy of any 
master, living or dead. In rendering this ver- 
diet account is taken of the contrapuntal solid- 
ity of the full chorus. Make a joyful noise,“ 
the clever rélief by means of the female chorus 
following, the unusual nobility of the male 
part-song, *' Beautiful for situation,” ete. The 
entire handling, as 10 idea, working out, or- 
chestration, contrast, and inherent correspond- 
ence between the text and the music, 
are all alike masterful. famous 
motive of the Sulamite. “My love is 
strong as death,” is too much like Mendelssohn, 
and the style of the counterpoint strengthens 
the resemblance. The same is true of the ei. 
semble, For the flame of love is like a flre.“ 
Yet the wonder is not that any Englishman 
should write like Mendelssohn, but that he 
should ever, even for a single number, escape 
Mendelssohn’s intiuence. Mackenzie's great- 
ness is conspicuously shown in his composing 
so long a work with so few and 80 faint traces 
of this fascinating influence which put a stop 
to English musical progress for a quarter 
of a century. n the solo work 
the Rose of Sharon blossoms attractively, 
although the melody in it is distinctly of the 
modern cut. The phrases are long, the ca- 
dences evasive, and the orchestra is generally 
an integral part of the whole. It is doubtful, 
therefore, whether any hearer of last night 
was able to carry away with him more than a 
phrase here and there. Yet this is the very 
quality which gives promise of permanence, 
for these long forms will clear up, like War- 
ner’s, after a few hearings. The parts of the 
Sulamite last night made the best impression, 
not only because they are in themseives more 
beautiful, but also because they were by far 
the best sung. Miss Juch acquitted herself 
charmingly in almost all her work. 
There was at times for one or two notes a 
childish quality of tone not consistent with 
the parts adjacent, but in general ber phras- 
ing was broad and intelligent and her interpre- 
tation satisfactory. It is also a great satisfac- 
tion to hear a singer who is still young. Mr. 
William J. Winch appeared as the Beloved and 
was only moderately satisfactory. He was 
best in e solo in the ante- room and un the 
final duet. This made a strong impression. 
It is modeled somewhat after Wagner's in 
‘*Siegfried.'’ The oontraito solos by Miss 
Clapper must be put in the same category as 
those of Mr.Winch. She bas not yet acquired the 
ease and breadth which this music requires. 
Mr. Heinrich was still less what could have 
been wished. Mackenzie wrote the music of 
Solomon for a Hebrew Del Puente or Galassi, 
and Heinrich’s well- meant efforts did not come 
up to the requirements. 

The chorus was superb. Considering the 
difficulty of this chorus music, and the fact 
that they bad but g partial rehearsal under Mr. 
Thomas’ baton, the singers deserve nothing 
but praise. The power was generally rather 
below what was expected, but perhaps this 
impression may be due to the rich- 
ness and sonority of the orchestra. 
When this singing is analyzed as to its 
solo-like ease of motion and its artistic phras- 
ing in so mauy contrasting styles the superi- 
ority of Mr. Thomas’ system of training shines 
so brightly that no one can fail to perceive it. 
The orchestra will be heard to better advan- 
tage tonight, when in addition to accompany- 
ing the Stabat Mater it will play Beetho- 
ven's Symphony in D major, Lisst's Twelfth 
Rhaspody, and Moszkowski's suite, The Na- 
tions.’’ These things Mr. Thomas thinks es- 
pecially fine as played by his present orchestra. 
Mr. Thomas needs no word of praise. The 
Apollo Club is to be congratulated upon a 
splendid conclusion to a strong season.

ANOTHER UNSAVORY APPOINTMENT. 


LEWIS ‘CHESTER BARTLETT’S CAREER—A 
GOOD DEAL IN A NAME. 

ALBANY, N. Y., May 18.—({Eaitor of the New 
York Tribune.|—The appointment of Lewis C. 
Bartlett as Second Deputy Commissioner of 
Pensions bas caused a good deal of surprise 
and indignation among people who are ac- 
quainted with Mr. Bartlett’s record and repu- 
tation. Five or six years ago he was known in 
Binghamton, his home, as a hard drinker, his 
failing frequently bringing bim into. contact 
with the police. Pretending reform, be was 
taken up by some temperance people, and with 


‘their help, in conjunction with that of the 


Democrats, was elected Sheriff of Broome 
County. Subsequently he was sent to the As- 
sembly. It was there that his old habits reas- 
serted themselves. 

The following extract from the Evening Jour- 
nal of April 26, 1883. reveals the nature of a 
suit which brought Mr. Bartlett into rather 
disagreeable prominence: 

Annie Martin, keeper of a house in Greene 
street, this morning in the Justice’s Court began 
an action against Lewis C. Bartlett, member of 
Assembly from Binghamton, to recover $50 and in- 
terest from March 18 fora due-note she alleges 
was given her by Bartiett in payment for wine. 
Annie avers that she has presented the note for 


payment to Mr. Bartlett, and that he refused to 
settle with her, hence tne action for damages. 


This is the record of the City Court in the 
case: 

April 26—Annie Martin vs. Lewis Chester Bart- 
lett. Returnadle May 4. 

May 10—Jadgment rendered. Defendant does 
not appear. For $50.12. Costs, 45 cents; attor- 
ney’s fees, $2.50; total, $53.07. Transcript to D.

He says 
he knows this to be true, as it had been prear- 
ranged between MacDermot and himself that 
if a sale of the 120,000 shares was made at 
$2.50 they would account tothe shareholders 
at $1.50 and divide the $120,000 of stealings be- 
tween themselves.

It is esti- 
mated that an expenditure of $50,000 by the 
State on the prison sewer would completely 
rid the city of the nuisance.

HANLAN IN SAN FRANOISCO. 
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Unsuccessful. Attempt to Secure a Low- 
| ering of Transcontinental 
~ Rates. 
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Election of Directors of the Kansas & Texas 
Trrafflo- Manager Vilas Not to 
Be Relieved. 
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The Local Committee of Passenger Agents of 
Chicago eastward-bound roads held another 
meeting yesterday at the office of Chairman Moore, 
to further consider what should be done to pre- 
vent the West Shore from demoralizing east- bound 
pussenger rates. As stated yesterday, the regular 


rate from Chicago to New York is $18.50. this rate 


being based on the rate of $14 from Chicago to 
Buffalo and $4.60 Buffalo to New York, leaving 10 
cents in favor of the through rate. But the West 
Shore is not maintaining the $4.60 rate, is selling 
tickets for $3, which, added to the $14 rate to Buf- 
falo, makes the through rate only $17, and, conse- 
quently, the roads running east from this city found 
Be- 
sides the competition of the Chicago & Atlantic, 
which refuses to join the other roads and which 
continues to exact a differential rate of $1.50 hus 
to be met. The roads are agreed to ignore the 
competition of the Chicago & Atlantic, but the 
West Shore competition seems to be more than they 
can endure. The Vanderbilt roads have claimed 
heretofore that the New York Centra! is not selling 
any tickets from Buffalo to New York for less than 
$4.60, and that the West Shore tickets alone are on 
the market at $3. For this reason they demanded 
that the scalpers selling West Shore tickets 
should be regulated or prevented from sell- 
ing West Shore tickets at cut rates. 
The Western connections of the West Shore 
retused to enter into such an arrangement, claim- 
ing that the New York Central tickets were also 
being sold by scalpers at $3, Buffuloto New York. 
This the representatives of the Vanderbilt roads 
denied. Yesterday Mr. J. H. Whitman, General 
Western Agent of the Niagara Falls Short Line, 
produced a whole package of New York Central 
tickets which he had purchased from scalpers for 
$3 each. This, of course, proved beyond a shadow 
of doubt that tickets over al! lines from Buffalo to 
New York were being sold for $3, and the proposi- 
tion to regulate scalpers selling West Shore tickets 
had to be abandoned. Still the Vanderbilt lines 
refused to agree to a reduction of the rates 
to $17, and insisted that the roads should 
continue to charge $18.50, as the major- 
ity of the passengers were buying 
their tickets at the regular railroad ticket office, 
and the railroads therefore should not sacrifice 
61.50 on each ticket. it was finally agreed to con- 
tinue to charge $18.50 to New York and 814 to Buf- 
falo, and that the scalpers be not interfered with. 

This action simply throws the bulk of the New 
York through business into the hands of scalpers, 
and the public is being educated by those railroads 
that if they want reduced rates that must go to 
scalping offices. The patronizing of scalpers by 
the railroads has more to do with the present de- 
moralization of passenger business than anything 
else. Whenever a road wants to cut rates, it 
pluces tickets in the hands of scalpers 
instead of coming out in a manly way and cutting 
the rates at its own offices. The business 
of the scuipers has for these reasons become so 
valuable that they can afford to pay higher office 
rents than the railroads themselves. Several of 
the railroads who had favorably-located offices 
have been compelled this spring to move because 
scaipers offered prices for those offices the rail- 
roads could not afford to pay, So long as railroad 
managers tolerate such a state of affairs they must 
not complain because they are unabis to make ex- 
penses. 

The question of paying ticket commissions to 
steamship agents was also considered at yester- 
day’s meeting. Heretofore commissions were paid 
to general steamship agents and they were per- 
mitted to divide with their sub-agents in, the city, 
but not in the country. It was found that 
the rule was being violated, and that 
some action was necessary to prevent complica- 
tions. After discussion it was decided that the 
General Steamship Agents should not be allowed 
hereafter to divide the commissions with any of 
their sub-agents, either in the city or in the coun- 
try; and any of the General Agents violating this 
rule should be punished by receiving no commis- 
sion from any of the lines. It is hard to see, how- 
ever, how the railroads will be able to enforce this 
rule, If any steamship agent wants to divide his 
commission with sub-agents he is not likely to let 
the railroads know it, and the latter have no means 
of finding it ot. 

AN UNSATISFACTORY RESULT. 

After having been in session all the week the 
transcontinental passenger agents have adjourned 
without being able to make the proposed reduction 
in California through rates. All that could be ac- 
complished was to make a slight temporary reduc- 
tion in rates trom St. Louis and Missouri River 
points to San Francisco to cover the reduction in 
local rates by the Atlantie & Pacific. The cause of 
the failure to agree upon a permanent reduction 
was the refusal of the Southern Pacific to accept 
such rates on the second-class and emigrant busi- 
ness as the other roads deemed just and 
rensonable. The Central & Southern Pa- 
cific Road has monopolized the California 
businesg so long that it goes rather against the 
grain to submit to the inevitable and allow com- 
peting lines a voice in the making of Ualifornia 
rates. It will insist upon the highest rates that 
can possibly be made, so long as there is a chance 
of its being able to carry its point, Dut when it 
finds that the other lines can no longer be “ bull- 
dosed it will no doubt submit. It has been pur- 
suing the same course during the last few months, 
bat always guve in at the last, although it did it as 
ungracefully as possibie. 

The refusal of General Passenger Agent Good- 
man of the Southern Pacific to accept the proposed 
agreement, which made the first-class rates to 
California and Oregon points from the Missouri 
River und St. Paul 874 instead of $95 as at present, 
and left the emigrant rate at $45, but did away with 
the second-class rate, made a new arrangement 
necessary. Various new propositions were sub- 
mitted, but Mr. Goodman refused to accept any of 
them. He insisted upon a higher emigrant rate 
than had heretofore been charged, and also wanted 
the second-clase rate maintained. He finally re- 
fused to enter into any arrangement as far as the 
Southern Pacific was concerned until after the 
general meeting of the association, to be held in 
this city June 8, and until that time he decided to 
keep up present rates from Deming and El Paso to 
California points. The other roads then came to 
the conclusion that inasmuch as the 
Southern Pacific had decided to defer the 
reduction in local rates until after the meeting 
June 8 no definit action was necessary, and all that 
had to be done wasto make such temporary re- 
duction as was necessary to meet the local reduc- 
tion by the Atlantic. The following rates were 
agreed upon, to remain in effect until June 8: St. 
Louis to San Francisco, unlimited, by all lines, 
$100; Missouri River to Los Angeles, by Southern 
lines, unlimited, $88.35; the same rate by Ogden 
line; Missouri River to San Francisco by all lines, 
unlimited, $95; Missouri River to San Francisco by 
all lines, limited, $91.65; St. Louis to Los Angeles 
by all lines, limited, and to Ogden, unlimited, 
$93.35%Missouri River points and St. Paul to Port- 
land, $93.35. Emigrant and second-class rates to 
remain the same as heretofore, namely, $45, Mis- 
souri to Pacific coast on the former, and $60 on the 
latter. 


THE RATE QUESTION. 

NEw YorK, May 21.—({Special.|—Just before the 
Close of business today a rumor was sprung on 
Wall street to the effect that the Pennsylvania. 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Western, and West 
Shore Railroads had mutually agreed to restore 
rates to a paying basis, and that the New York 
Central, which had refused to foin with the others, 
would de ieft to assume the responsibility of 
the further continuance of the difficulties which 
have beset all the trunk lines for so long a time. 
Mr. Samuel Sloan said tonight: The officers of 
the various trunk lines have discussed tor some 
time the feasibility of a plan for the mutual ad- 
vantage of all. I understood the West Shore peo- 
ple to say that they wanted to put up the rates, 
but the New Tork Central would not 
agree. I said: *Put up. your rates 
and I am sure all the roads will follow 
suit. If any one does not it will have to face the 
responsibility its action will entail.’ ‘That is ail 
there is in the 1aatter. We would giadly agree to 
a restoration of rates, and believe also that the 
New York Central would. We have not taken any 
steps, however, toward an advance, and, so far as 
I know, none of the other roads interested have 
done 80.”’ '

The 
Chicago Committee of General Managers meets 
with the officers of the trunk lines and Commis- 
sioner Fink next Tuesday, but very little hope is 
entertained that the conference will be able to 
change the present state of affairs. 

The direetors of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
discussed the matter of the Oregon Railway & Navi- 
gation case today, but took no definit action upon 
it. Persons prominently connected with the Union 
Pacific Road and others connected with the North- 
ern Pacific say that these two companies are in 
perfect harmony regarding the Railway & Naviga- 
tion lease. The subsidy contract between the Pa- 
cific Mail Steamship Company and the Union Pa- 
cific and the Central Pacific Railroads has been 
practically settled on the basis recommended by C. 
P. Huntington—viz.: $85,000 a month. It is ex- 
pected that the Pacific Mail directors will meet to- 
day and ratify this agreement. Their idea is to ac- 
cept the $85,000 a month without rebate. 

The Northern Pacific directors considered the 
proposed Oregon lease, but came to no conclusion. 
As has been said before, the Northern Pacitic Com- 
pany occupies an entirely independent attitude in 
the matter, und it is not likely to assume what may 
be called ex-Villard burdens. The indorsement of 
the Northern Pacific Company is vital to the specu- 
lative plans of those who are pushing this scheme, 
and they are not likely to give up the contest until 
they have exhausted every effort. [ff a lease is 
made to which the Northern Pacific is a party it 
will de on the latter’s own terms. If the Oregon 
Company deals direct with the Oregon Short-Line 
as the representative or the Union Pacific, the 
Northern Pacific can fall back on its traffic agree- 
ment with the Oregon Navigation and Union Pacitic 
or make an agreement of its own for its Portiand 
business. 

At the annual meeting of the Jeffersonville, 
Madison & Indianapolis Railroad yesterday, in 
Jeffersonville, the old Board of Directors were re- 
elected with the exception of S. I. McKernan, who 
declined reéiection.

CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM. 


THE EVILS OF THE CURTIS IDEA SET FORTH 
é IN DETAIL. 

CM AO. May 21.—- [Editor of The Tribune. 
What is civil-service reform? Whatever it is 
it greatly needs a definition. Is it to put good 
men into subordinate offices for life or during 
good behavior? And is the chief ingredient in 
the good behavior required keeping one’s 
month shut on political questions? Is this re- 
form to be accomplished by competitive exam- 
inations before a non-partisan commission? 
And how is a non-partisan commission to be 
had in a country where all capable men have 
convictions on political questions? When men 
can be found cowardly, slavish, or idiotic 
enough to have no political opinions whatever 
or wish to express them, how are they to ascer- 
tain whether applicants are like themselves 
and will so remain? How will it improve mat- 
ters to transfer the appointing power now by 
the Constitution vested in the President to such 
a commission? 

Will it improve subordinates to make them 
speechiess, thoughtiess, and conscienceless? 
to denude them of human responsibility and 
make them mere machines? Will it improve 
civil service to let the heads of departments 
and chief clerks and large town and city Post- 
masters do all the political talking and writing 
and all the dirty work of the caucus system, 
and whoily deprive subordinates of the privi- 
lege or right to thus engage? Will it improve 
civil service to shut any man’s mouth with the 
padiock of office? Having made ail subor- 
dinates dumb, would it not be anti-Republican 
anti-Democratic to keep them dumb and 
in office for life? Who that bas a grain 
of manhood would accept any office on such 
terms? It would be despotic to reguire it, and 
slavery to submit toit. No party could live 
long that should adopt such a civil-service re- 
form. It would insure office only to idiots and 
hypocrits, and they do not make good officers. 

If such civil-service rules would be good for 
the lowest office they would be equally good 
for the highest. If good fora clerk or small 
Postmaster, they ought to be good for a chief 
clerk or Cabinet Minister. What would be 
good for a little man in alittle place ought to 
be good fora great man ina big place. Dis- 
crimination in the law between classes 
as to holding office or holding tongues 
would seem to smack of imperialism 
and a dynasty, and to be palpably in conflict 
with whe Federal Constitution. Hamilton in 
1789 proposed this in his plan for a Govern- 
ment. Jefferson proposed the democratic plan 
that we have. Hamiiton believed in office for 
life for the large offices; that the few should 
rule the many. He began at the top to build 
his aristocracy. Mr. Curtis begins at the bot- 
tom, by gagging subordinates aad compensat- 
ing them for the gag by office for life. Both 
propositions are the same in essence. Patrick 
Henry said, Give me liberty or death.“ Mr. 
Curtis says, Give subordinates siavery or 
eut off their heads. If they 
slavery give them bread,’’

The Shipwrecked Crew Refused Shelter

CHEBOYGAN, Mich., May 21.—[Special.]—The loss

Butts, which stranded on Beaver Island last Satur- 
day morning, will be heavy. In fact, it is not at all 


‘unlikely that the Butts will prove a total loss, as 
ehe isin very bad condition. Two steam-pulmps 


were put aboard of her, but they failed to float her. 
The Rust arrived here last night, She was pulled 


off Sunday by the steam-barge Progress after 200 


tons of her ore cargo had been jettisoned. She is in 
good condition, and is not leaking. Five hundred 
tons of ore have been jettisoned of the Butts. 
Some lower-deck beams are broken on 
the Butts, and other damage is visible. 


Shortly after the vessels went, ashore Saturday the 


wind freshened up from the southwest, causing 
both boats to pound heavily. Fearing they would 
be lost the made for shore with all their lug- 
gage. They sought shelter at the lighthouse, but, 
as they claim, Edward Lasley, the lightkeeper, ro- 
fused them entrance. The weather was extremely 
cold, and a pelting rain-storm prevailed throughout 
the night. The shipwrecked sailors constructed 
rude tents, under which they found shelter during 
the night, although they suffered from cold and 
dampness. When the gale abated they returned to 
their vessels. Tuesday night Capt. Kendricks of 
the Butts fell into the hold of his vessel, breaking 
several ribs. He was brought here for treatment. 
The Leviathan is here for another pump and will 
return to the Butts in the morning, The Butts is 
valued at $24,000. 

| ‘MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 21.—[Special. Tue tug 
Hagerman left here tonight with two steam-pumps 
for the wrecked barge L. C. Butts at Beaver Isiand, 
at the request of Capt. Kirtland, the wrecking- 
master who telegraphs that he thinks he can get 
the wreck with another steam- pump.
